16 windows frosted after investigation into hospital

A window through which 
an operation was viewed by 
visitors and other patients 
at Epsom Hospital was fit¬ 
ted with a blind that was left 
open for a fortnight, it has 
been revealed. 

In January, the Epsom 
Guardian told how a horri¬ 
fied Claire Walsh witnessed 
an operation taking place in 
a building opposite the 


Wells Wing of the hospital 
as the blind of the room had 
been left open. 

Miss Walsh said she, other 
visitors and a patient saw 
surgeons operating on a pa¬ 
tient and her concerns were 
dismissed by a nurse who 
said: “It happens all the 
time”. 

After the incident, the 
hospital revealed another 
member of staff had over¬ 
heard Miss Walsh’s con¬ 
cerns and the window was 
quickly covered with foil 
and then frosted over. 

It launched a “thorough, 


urgent investigation” into 
what happened, some of the 
findings of which have now 
been released to this news¬ 
paper, six months later. 

A spokeswoman said the 
window had a reflective 
coating and its blind, which 
acted as reinforcement, was 
not closed properly after the 
window was cleaned. And 
that because of the “partic¬ 
ular time of day and year, 
the inside of the theatre 
could be seen”. 

Although the blind had 
been left open for two 
weeks, the hospital said it 


does not believe any other 
operations were seen. 

But not only was addition¬ 
al frosting added to the win¬ 
dow in question, another 15 
windows at the hospital 
have also been frosted over 
since February - the majori¬ 
ty “to enhance our patients’ 
privacy and dignity”. 

In a statement, Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals Trust 
said: “We are absolutely 
committed to protecting the 
privacy and dignity of all of 
our patients.”

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Ihist’s finances referred 
up to Health Secretary

Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
Trust has been referred to 
Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt over concerns about the 
health of its finances. 

It is one of 19 trusts that 
have been referred by the 
Audit Commission after it 
found that the trust failed to 
break even in 2013-14 and be¬ 
lieves it does not have vigor¬ 
ous plans in place to balance 
its books in the near future. 

Although the hospitals 
ended 2013-14 with a deficit of 
£7.4m, Chrisha Alagaratnam, 
the trust’s chief executive, 
said it is aiming to break even 
by the end of this financial 
year.

She said: “We have made 
incredible strides in improv¬ 
ing patient care while closing 
our financial gap. 

“We have been entirely 
transparent about our 


challenging financial posi¬ 
tion and recognise the Audit 
Commission has a statutory 
responsibility to formally no¬ 
tify the Secretary of State re¬ 
garding NHS trusts who have 
posted an aggregate deficit in 
the last three years. 

“In referring this matter to 
the Secretary of State, the 
Audit Commission recog¬ 
nised that our trust has re¬ 
ported a significantly 
improved financial position 
for 2013-14 in our draft ac¬ 
counts and have submitted a 
break even plan for the cur¬ 
rent year. 

“I would like to assure all of 
our patients, visitors and 
staff that we do have a robust 
plan in place to balance the 
books at the end of the year.” 

Chris Grayling MP said the 
trust’s referral to Mr Hunt is 


not concerning. 

He said: “I have watched 
how the hospitals have im¬ 
proved over the past three 
years, they are on the mend 
financially and the deficit 
has improved massively. 

“It has planned to break 
even this year. I don’t think 
there’s a sense there is a 
short-term financial threat to 
Epsom Hospital because of 
the financial position of the 
trust. 

“This doesn’t truly reflect 
the improvements that have 
taken place. It is an account¬ 
ing technicality. The commis¬ 
sion’s findings covered a 
problem period for the trust 
but we are now at the end of 
the problem period. 

“The trust is now moving 
towards applying for founda¬ 
tion trust status.” 


MP states pressured surgery has a future

Epsom’s MP has said there is 
“no way” a cramped GP 
surgery could disappear be¬ 
cause NHS bureaucrats have 
not considered an application 
for it to move to larger 
premises. 

The Ashley Centre surgery, 
in Ashley Square, Epsom, is 
facing a bleak future because 
Surrey and Sussex area team 
has not considered the appli¬ 
cation for a year, saying it is 
awaiting policy guidance on 
the issue from NHS England. 

But this week Chris 
Grayling said the NHS would 
have to find an alternative if 
the surgery faced closure. 

He said: “There is not a cur¬ 
rent threat to its building. If 
there ever was a situation 
where it was going to be 
closed down by instruction 
from inspectors, there is no 
question the NHS would have 
to solve the problem. 

“The practice needs to 
move as it is quite cramped 
and outdated. The challenge 


is that the cost of the move is 
quite expensive.” 

He said Epsom councillors’ 
decision to remove plans 
for a new GP surgery 
from the Hollymoor Lane 


redevelopment, on the Long- 
mead estate, due to the NHS’ 
delay, had not been highlight¬ 
ed to him but added: “There 
will be pressure on existing 
practices and it will have to 


be addressed.” 

Mr Grayling’s comments 
come in the same week as a 
survey, published by watch¬ 
dog Healthwatch Surrey, 
found that more than a third 
of patients in the county are 
already finding it difficult or 
impossible to see a GP when 
they want. 

It discovered 37 per cent of 
the 1,000 respondents were 
rarely or never able to get an 
appointment on a day or at a 
time they wanted. 

A NHS England, Surrey 
and Sussex, spokesman said: 
“Practices have responsibili¬ 
ty for the suitability of their 
premises and for any lease 
agreements with the land¬ 
lords, with NHS England 
funding premises costs. 

“We are awaiting national 
guidance on how we should 
prioritise investment in 
premises.”

“In January, it was brought to 
our attention that a secure blind in 
a window to one of our operating 
theatres, which is usually closed 
and locked between two panes of 
double glazing, was not closed 
properly after the window was 
cleaned. 

“As such, part of one of our oper¬ 
ating theatres was visible to a 
small number of other patients. 

“We have identified a number of 
contributory factors to the inci¬ 
dent, undertaken some key actions 


and made sure we have learnt 
lessons. 

“The blind was not closed follow¬ 
ing a deep clean of the area and 
staff on duty failed to check and 
report that it had remained open 
for a maximum period of two 
weeks. As such, we have undertak¬ 
en further training with all those 
involved. 

“The reflective glaze on this par¬ 
ticular window would ordinarily 
screen the theatre from view, with 
the blind acting as reinforcement. 

“However, at this particular time 
of day and year, the inside of the 


theatre could be seen. As a result, 
we have fully frosted the window 
and undertaken a review of all 
other windows across our sites.” 

When asked why frosted win¬ 
dows were not installed to begin 
with, the spokeswoman said the 
project team, which fitted the win¬ 
dows “some years ago” no longer 
worked for the trust. 

Asked whether the trust ac¬ 
knowledged that a reflective coat¬ 
ing on windows with blinds is not a 
cast-iron guarantee of privacy 
when the sun is not reflecting off 
such windows and if the blinds are 


left open, the spokeswoman said: 
“In this case, we accept our usual 
precautions did not go far enough 
in protecting this patient’s 
dignity.” 

Speaking to the Epsom Guardian 
at the end of May, Dr Ruth Charl¬ 
ton, joint medical director of the 
trust, said the incident was graded 
as worthy of a level 4 investigation, 
on a scale on which level 1 is the 
least serious and level 5 the most 
serious. 

Dr Charlton said level 4 warrants 
“a comprehensive investigation 
with a root-cause analysis”.

A community in shock wept, 
embraced and lined the 
streets in silence to watch the 
funeral procession of a moth¬ 
er and son who were killed in 
a car crash. 

Nicola Morris, 29, and her 
son Kai Arnold, 11, died in a 
head-on collision on a bend in 
Banstead Road, Ewell, on 
July 5. 

Last Friday, adults and 
schoolchildren paid their last 
respects as Ms Morris and 
Kai’s funeral cortege circled 
Kai’s school, Woodmansterne 
Primary School, passed 
through Woodmansterne and 
travelled down Banstead 
High Street. 

Watching the procession in 
the high street, Amanda Bax¬ 
ter, of Lambert Road, 
Banstead, said she knew the 
family and it is a “tragic loss”. 

She said: “The whole com¬ 
munity feels it. Everyone was 
in shock.” 

Ms Morris grew up in 
Woodmansterne and was en¬ 
gaged to David Arnold, who 
was also injured in the crash. 
A trust fund is being set up 
for their younger son Alfie. 

Liz Mayger, who works at 
Tesco Express in Banstead 


High Street, where Ms Mor¬ 
ris used to shop, watched the 
procession and said: “We live 
in Woodmansterne Village 
and it has affected us all. It’s 
very tragic. It’s shocked the 
whole community.” 

Paying his respects, Warren 
Floyd said he and Ms Morris 
used to live in the same road, 
Lakers Rise in Wood¬ 
mansterne, and that he had 
seen her grow up. 

He said: “It’s just a shock.” 

Val Martin, 73, of Garatts 
Lane, Banstead, said she 
wanted to pay her respects 
after reading of the accident. 

She said: “We are just 


devastated. I can’t think of 
anything worse. It’s awful.” 

Although the cause of the 
accident has not yet been es¬ 
tablished, she said something 


should be done to stop speed¬ 
ing on Banstead Road. 

Martin Swain, of Monks 
Road, Banstead, who attended 
the procession, said: “I 
thought I would pay my re¬ 
spects and see it go by. It’s nice 
everyone stood up as it came 
along the road.” 

Of Banstead Road, he said: 
“It’s quite a dangerous road. 
It’s quite fast. I think they 
need to do something.” 

Ms Morris’ former colleague 
Kathryn McCourt, 25, has 
started a petition calling for a 
speed camera on Banstead 
Road. A woman in her 50s, 
who was injured in the crash, 
remains in a serious condition 
in hospital.

An 89-year-old man watched 
in horror as two large dogs 
cornered a terrified cat and 
ripped it apart in his garden. 

Edward Lucraft, from 
Treadwell Road, Epsom, said 
he fears for his own safety 
after witnessing the brutal 
attack on Sunday, July 20. 

Mr Lucraft said he was sit¬ 
ting indoors when two dogs 
suddenly flashed past him in 
his garden, on what appeared 
to be strong leads. 

He said the white, fluffy 
dogs dragged a woman 
through his driveway, over a 
border and through small 
bushes in pursuit of a cat. 

The pensioner said: “The 
cat had gone underneath a 
wheelbarrow. 

“The two dogs had got there 
and were tearing away like 
mad.” 

Mr Lucraft rushed over and 
saw a “dying” cat with 
wounds on its side and a 
badly scratched face. 

He said: “It had blood pour¬ 
ing from it. The thing looked 
absolutely terrified. 

“To see a cat being mauled 


by two dogs was not very 
pleasant. I feel very sad.” 

He said the woman kept 
hold of the leads and called a 
man to the scene. He arrived 
with a cardboard box and 
they took the cat away. 

But Mr Lucraft, who often 
sits in his garden, remains 
shaken. 

He said: “Suppose the lady 
brings those dogs past again. 


Have they a memory for 
where they trapped this cat 
and tasted blood? 

“Would they want to pull in 
again? I feel vulnerable.” 

Mr Lucraft spotted a miss¬ 
ing cat poster on a tree by his 
home and phoned its owner 
Bryan Barrington, who lives 
next door. 

Mr Barrington said he be¬ 
lieves his “sweet natured” 


cat, Jessie, was the victim of 
the attack and her fur was 
left at the scene. 

He said: “I feel very sad be¬ 
cause that cat has been with 
us 13 years and I feel angry at 
how her life ended.” 

Police are making enquiries 
to trace the owner of the 
dogs.

We’ve all risen to 
the top of our respective 
companies.

“If people had done that 
they could have caused a po¬ 
tential backdraft, or injured 
not only themselves, but 
also other bystanders.”

Neil Dallen said: “We think 
it’s a tragedy and our 
thoughts are with Steve and 
the rest of his family.” 

The cause of the fire is 
not yet known.

As the commemoration of World War I 
gets under way, Alice Foster 
meets local historian Clive Gilbert 
to discover the significance the 
event holds for the borough 


August 9, in Derby Square, 
where singers will enter¬ 
tain troops and visitors can 
learn about life during the 
war and take part in 
activities. 

Bourne Hall Museum has 
prepared a special exhibi¬ 
tion to mark the centenary, 
Epsom and Ewell in the 
Great War. 

Clive Gilbert, researcher 
at Epsom and Ewell Local 
and Family History Centre, 
says the centre has created 
more than 60 display 
boards on this area’s role 
in the war as part of the 
exhibition. 

He says: “Many believed 
the war would be over by 
Christmas, and some 
fretted lest it should end 
before they could get to 
the front. 

“The reality was very 
different. 

“It dragged on for four 
years and three months 
and cost the lives of about 
800,000 men from the 
UK, with another 
1.6 m wounded.”

YOUNG HERO 


A brave young man rushed to the 
front as quickly as possible only to 
be fatally injured in the Battle of 
the Somme. 

Captain Ralph Kite, who died 
aged 21, was the son of the Dean 
of Hobart in Tasmania and boarded 
at Upland House School in Downs 
Road, Epsom. 

He opted for the Oxford and 
Bucks Light Infantry because its 
high casualty rate meant he could 
go out to fight sooner. 

Mr Gilbert says: “Eventually, 
toward the end of the Somme, he 
was leading his men forward and 
was hit in the shoulder by a piece 
of shrapnel.” 

A nurse who treated Capt Kite 
before his death described him in 
her diary as “a very parfit, gentil 
knight” despite his agony. 

Mr Gilbert adds: “He was of his 
era. The young lad who wanted 
to do his bit. He was a captain 
at 21 and won the Military 
Cross.”

Schools Brigade created its 


military camp on the Woodcote 
Park estate, owned by the Royal 
Automobile Club. 

Mr Gilbert says: “When war 
broke out the great and the good 
of university and public schools 
said: ‘We will band together and 
have our own brigade’. 


“They advertised in the Times 
and about 4,000 men descended 
on Epsom, Leatherhead and 
Ashtead.” 

These recruits were billeted in 
homes until they had finished 
building huts at the camp and 
made up four battalions of the 


Royal Fusiliers. And in January 
1915, Lord Kitchener inspected 
them in blizzard conditions. 

Mr Gilbert adds: “It was treated 
as an officers’ training camp. 

“It is a fascinating story and 
Epsom should be quite proud 
of it.”

Rolls to be reinstated 


Replica rolls of honour 
commemorating a chu¬ 
rch’s war dead are set to 
be reinstated, more than 
15 years after the origi¬ 
nals were removed. 

St Barnabas Church, in 
Temple Road, Epsom, 
wants to create a stone 
plaque reading “For the 
Fallen” and establish a 
memorial at the church 
containing information 
and copies of the original 
rolls commemorating tho¬ 
se who died in action in 
both World Wars. 

In November, the Epsom 
Guardian revealed the orig¬ 
inal rolls of honour, pic¬ 
tured, were removed and 
deposited at archives in the 
Surrey History Centre, in 



Woking, in the 1990s, by the 
church’s previous vicar, 
the Rev Michael Preston. 

The names of 55 men 
from World War I are listed 
on one of the rolls and the 
other lists the dead from 
World War II. 

Earlier this year, the 
church held two public 
meetings discussing the 


subject, although no deci¬ 
sion to display the rolls was 
reached. 

But the Rev Sue Bull, of 
the church, says it is now 
applying to the diocese for 
permission to have a 
plaque outside the church 
and a memorial case with 
copies of the rolls inside. 

She said: “We hope to re¬ 
ceive faculty permission 
sometime in August and 
have a special service and 
an unveiling of the plaque 
on November 2 at 10.15am.” 

Local historian Clive 
Gilbert began calling for 
the return of the rolls of 
honour after discovering 
them at the Woking 
archives. 

He says: “Personally, I 


would have just put the 
scrolls back, but as long as 
these guys are remembered 
in some suitable way, I 
guess that is OK. 

“If it happens that will be 
good and we will have 
something there for fu- i 
ture historians.

A frustrated driver is calling on 
the council to stop “harassing” 
motorists with unwarranted fines 
by providing adhesive parking 
tickets. 

Roy Gilbert, of Stoneleigh, was 
handed a penalty notice when the 
ticket he had bought and dis¬ 
played in his car blew away as he 
shut the door in Epsom’s Rainbow 
Centre car park. 

Although Epsom Council, that 
owns the car park, did not contest 
his appeal against the notice, Mr 
Gilbert was outraged that he had 
been given the fine in the first 
place and submitted a Freedom of 


Information (Fol) request to the 
council. 

It revealed that 18 parking tick¬ 
ets a week had been issued in the 
car park to drivers for parking 
“without clearly displaying a valid 
pay and display ticket” between 
November 13 last year and July 4. 

The pensioner believes the 
council should be providing tick¬ 
ets with an adhesive backing. 

He said: “In many cases, the 
ticket doesn’t stay there and the 
council pursues its ratepayers for 
fines ranging from £25 to £75 
when, in fact, the ratepayer is not 
at fault. It’s the tickets that are at 
fault - we have no means of fixing 
them to the dashboard. 

“Join me in asking Epsom and 
Ewell to change their parking 
tickets so innocent residents are 
not harassed by the council for 


parking fines they don’t deserve. 

“I wonder how many residents 
pay the £25 discounted rate so as 
not to be harassed by the council 
anymore?” 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
said 2,000 cars use the car park 
every week and under 1 per cent 
of drivers receive an enforcement 
notice for not displaying a valid 
ticket. 

He said: “For the vast majority of 
drivers, this is not a major issue. 
Some drivers object to the sticky 
residue left from stick-on tickets. 

“In this case, the driver appealed 
as he had purchased a ticket and, 
even though, as he admitted, the 
ticket was not on display, the fine 
was waived and no fine was paid. 

“It is difficult to understand how 
this could be deemed as 
harassment.”

Club under fire over 
greenbelt estate bid

The Royal Automobile Club has 
come under fire over plans to de¬ 
velop its greenbelt estate and for 
allowing a historic walled garden 
to fall into disrepair. 

The prestigious members-only 
club has submitted a planning 
application for a new motor her¬ 
itage wing, spa, golf driving 
range and children’s swimming 
pool on its 350-acre Woodcote 
Park estate in Epsom. 

It also wants to sell land it owns 
in The Ridge, which is adjacent to 
its estate, with outline planning 
permission to build two homes 
there - a proposal it has submit¬ 
ted to Epsom Council. 

The RAC said it would use the 
funds generated from a potential 
sale to pay for the restoration of 
its derelict, Grade II listed walled 
garden and gardener’s cottage. 
Both are on English Heritage’s 
at-risk register. 

The club wants to create a chil¬ 
dren’s swimming pool, outdoor 
play areas and a bowling lawn 
within the walled garden. 

Surrey County Councillor Tina 


Mountain, of The Ridge, who rep¬ 
resents Epsom Town and Downs, 
has criticised the club for not re¬ 
pairing the garden’s wall for 40 
years and for wanting to improve 
its facilities “at the expense of the 
greenbelt”. 

She said: “We have a private 
members’ club which is applying 
to breach the use of this conser¬ 
vation land because although it is 
happy to spend its members’ 
money expanding the club house 
and building a separate spa, sole¬ 
ly for the use of its members, it is 
not prepared to use it repairing a 
wall.” 

The RAC said it recognised 
the “sensitivity” of its greenbelt 
site and the importance of 


conserving heritage assets. 

Michael Bedingfield, head of 
communications, said: “It has 
been challenging over the last 40 
years to sustain an economically 
viable use for the walled garden.” 

He said the sale of two plots for 
homes would enable it to “re-es¬ 
tablish a sustainable use”, 
adding: “We very much hope we 
will be supported in this once-in- 
a-generation opportunity to 
breathe life back into an historic 
part of the estate.” 

The club has said the economic, 
heritage and landscape benefits 
of its proposed development pro¬ 
vide the “very special circum¬ 
stances” needed to develop in the 
greenbelt.

A petition opposing a school’s at¬ 
tempts to sell off one of its 
playing fields to fund the devel¬ 
opment of sports facilities has 
attracted 500 signatures. 

Epsom and Ewell High School, 
in Ruxley Lane, Ewell, currently 
has two fields, one small and one 
larger. 

It plans to sell the smaller field, 
which is on a slope and in an “ex¬ 
tremely poor condition”, with 
the money generated set to pay 
for the redevelopment of the 
larger field with new sports 
facilities. 

The school is planning to ask 


the Secretary of State for Educa¬ 
tion for consent to do this. 

Karen Matthews, of Gadesden 
Road, is leading a campaign 
against the proposed sale. 

She has spearheaded the on¬ 
line petition and said one resi¬ 
dent has already made plans to 
move out of the borough. 

Ms Matthews said: “If the sale 
goes ahead, the field would be 
sold to a housing developer. 

“We are all aware of the na¬ 
tional housing crisis and the 
shortage of homes in our bor¬ 
ough, but we feel we have had 
our share of new houses, flats 
and shops in the past two years.” 

Kate Sanders, the school’s 
business manager, said there are 
no potential buyers in the frame 
and no further developments. 

She said: “The consultation 


period is now closed and we are 
compiling the information we 
need to make our application, 
which will include the responses 
to the consultation. 

“If we are given permission to 
sell, there would be a planning 
process that would also require a 
consultation, during which resi¬ 
dents will be consulted again.” 

Ms Matthews said the resi¬ 
dents want a meeting with 
Epsom’s MP Chris Grayling, 
who they feel has stayed silent 
on the issue. 

Mr Grayling said: “I have spo¬ 
ken to the council’s planning de¬ 
partment to ensure they are 
aware of residents’ concerns, 
but the councillors are the 
decision-makers.”

Fresh concerns for 
abandoned horses

Concerns about the plight of 
abandoned horses in several loca¬ 
tions around the borough 
are being voiced by worried 
residents. 

The alarm has been raised 
about a group of horses left on 
waste ground in Chantilly Way, 
Epsom - the site on which three 
horses nicknamed Chantilly Fil¬ 
lies were left last year, before 
being removed by their owner in 
January when the Department of 
Health, which owns the land, 
threatened to evict them. 

A second group, consisting of 
up to nine horses, has also been 
spotted on land next to the LA Fit¬ 
ness centre in Banstead Road, 
Ewell. 

Of the Banstead Road horses, 
resident Joanne Morris said: 
“They have no supplementary 
feed, no water, other than a buck¬ 
et supplied by kind workers at 
LA. 

“They’ve dropped weight. They 
are not regularly visited or 
checked on. 

“RSPCA say their hands are tied 
and they have to act within the 
law. However, knowingly leaving 
horses without access to fresh

water is a deliberate act of 
cruelty.” 

A RSCPA spokeswoman said it 
is aware of both sets of horses 
and has made regular visits to 
check on their welfare. 

She said: “The horses in Chan¬ 
tilly Way are different horses to 
those on the same site last year. 

“The RSPCA and other horse 
welfare charities can only remove 
animals if the law allows us to do 
so and in this case the horses are 
clearly being fed, given fresh 
water and have had owners visit¬ 
ing them, although we have not 
been able to trace these owners. 

“We share concerns about the 
horses near Banstead Road and 
have arranged for them to be seen 


by a couple of vets. We are work¬ 
ing with the owners to try to im¬ 
prove their welfare and will 
continue to check on them 
regularly.” 

The spokeswoman said the 
country is experiencing a “horse 
crisis” and the charity is strug¬ 
gling to cope with the numbers of 
abandoned, neglected and abused 
horses. 

She added: “We are also calling 
for better enforcement of legisla¬ 
tion surrounding identification so 
that we can trace the owners of 
neglected or mistreated horses.”

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WELLBEING CENTRE: Vital support for dementia sufferers 

First anniversary of 


‘lifeline’ for elderly

A community support centre has 
grown to become a “lifeline” to 
vulnerable elderly people and 
their carers in the year that it has 
been open. 

Epsom and Ewell Wellbeing 
Centre, situated next to the Long- 
mead Centre, in Sefton Road, 
Epsom, opened last June to sup¬ 
port vulnerable adults with their 
physical, emotional and mental 
health wellbeing and specialises 
in supporting those with memory 
loss, dementia and diseases such 
as Alzheimer’s. 

The activities on offer include 
memory groups, tennis, crafts, 
cookery lessons for older men, 
arts groups, nutrition talks and 
sing-songs. 

The centre also sign-posts ser¬ 
vices from providers including 
the Alzheimer’s Society and Car¬ 
ers of Epsom. 

Linda Scott, 42, care services 
manager at the centre, said: “It’s 
somewhere to get information 
about what’s out there, get sup¬ 
port and meet people in the same 
situation as yourself.

“The relationship we have built 
up here has developed into a sup¬ 
portive network as everyone is in 
the same boat. 

“I step into people’s lives 20 
times a day. As a society we don’t 
talk or communicate enough 
with people. 


“Just having someone to listen 
to them makes a massive 
difference.” 

Mrs Scott said those using the 
centre come from various back¬ 
grounds but are united by the 
challenges their conditions 
present. 

She said: “There’s almost a 
shame attached to their condi¬ 
tions. People get worried about 
what other people will think. 

“When they come here they can 
do what they like. The taboo is 
gone.” 

An 81-year-old woman who at¬ 
tends the centre with her hus¬ 
band, 80, an Alzheimer’s sufferer, 
said the centre has given him 
“more of a life”. 

She said: “My husband needs to 
socialise with other people and 
it’s been absolutely fantastic. 

“It gives me a break, which I 
desperately need. 

“We need the contact with the 
outside world without which we 
would be completely isolated. 

“It’s the most horrible disease 
on this earth. We have lost the 
person we knew. What’s going on 
in his mind must be terrifying for 
him. This has been a lifeline.”

The recent article relating to the 
admissions policy at St Joseph’s 
Catholic School in Epsom is an ex¬ 
ample of how all over the country 
the Catholic faith is being sold as a 
consumer product rather than a 
way of life. 

As a Catholic myself, who at¬ 
tended St Joseph’s School as a 
child, I am pleased this issue has 
been published, making more peo¬ 
ple aware of this appalling prac¬ 
tice, which is both an insult to the 
Catholic Church and society. 

It is well known within the 
Catholic Church, which has some

Cemetery is 
a disgrace 

Josef Krzyzowski, my father, is 
buried in Horton cemetery. 

He was in active service in Poland 
from September 20,1934, took part 
in the September campaign in 
Poland from September 1 to 20, 
1939. He was arrested three times 
by the Russians and escaped. 

He was seconded to French 
command, was a lieutenant in the 
Polish Army, involved in operation 
Auriol and evacuated to Britain, 
where he guarded Scotland’s east 
coast. He became ill, probably post 
traumatic stress, was detained in 
Crichton Royal Hospital, Dumfries, 
then transferred to Long Grove 
Hospital, Surrey. He died on 
November 23,1948, and was buried 
on November 29. I have 
documentary evidence to this effect. 

I have visited Horton cemetery, it 
is a disgrace. I am in contact with 
relatives in Poland but I am 
ashamed they visit the cemetery.

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Prices rise by 
a record level 

London sees prices rise by 20 per cent 



The average home in the capital now costs £492,000 


House prices in London rose by a 
record annual rate of 20.1 per 
cent in May as overall growth in 
the UK climbed to 10.5 per cent. 

The average home in the capital 
now costs £492,000, compared to 
£262,000 across the country, 
according to the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS). 

The annual increase for house 
prices across the UK is the 
strongest since May 2010 but for 
London it is the sharpest since 
records began in 2002. 

The ONS said: "House prices are 
increasingly strong across most 
parts of the UK, with prices in 
London again showing the 
highest growth." 

Prices rose by 9.6 per cent in 
the south east and 8.6 per cent in 
the east, the figures showed. 

Outside London and the south 
east, annual price increases 
averaged 6.4 per cent, the 
highest rate since June 2010. 

On a month-by-month basis, 
values jumped by 0.8 per cent 
across the country, compared 
with a rise of 0.3 per cent a 
month earlier. 

The figures also show that first¬ 
time buyers face having to pay 
11.3 per cent more to get on the 
property ladder than they did a 
year ago, with the typical starter 
home now costing £202,000. 


Every region in England saw an 
annual price uplift, with the 
lowest rate of 3.9 per cent in the 
North West. 

Prices overall in England rose 
by 11 per cent over the year, with 
a 6.5 per cent increase in Wales 


and 3.6 per cent in Scotland while 
prices in Northern Ireland fell by 
0.7 per cent. In London, the house 
price index is 33.7 per cent above 
the pre-crisis peak level while 
England has recovered to just 8.9 
percent. 


The figures come just weeks 
after the Bank of England moved 
to put curbs on riskier mortgage 
lending with a new cap on home 
loans and stronger checks to 
ensure borrowers can afford 
repayments.

Keep your children safe 


Statistics show around two 
million children are taken to 
accident and emergency every 
year because they've been hurt 
in accidents and 120,000 are 
admitted to hospital. 

Housebuilder Barratt has 
teamed up with the parenting 
website Netmums to offer the 
following advice on keeping your 
child safe in the home. 

■ Install safety gates on the 
stairs as soon as you can, even 
before your baby starts crawling!

Additionally make sure all 
electrical wires and cords are 
kept tucked away and out of 
sight.

Remember just because these 
substances have child-safety 
caps, does not make them baby- 
proof. A locked cupboard high 
out of reach is the best and 
most secure place for them. 

■ Make sure you stash 
breakables out of reach and get 
rid of any harmful plants, no 
matter what they add to the 
character of the house. 


Common sense approach welcomed 


Aston Mead which has an estate 
agency in Epsom has welcomed the 
"common sense" response taken by 
the Bank of England to control the 
housing market, as well as its 
willingness to tolerate a 20 per cent 
rise in house prices over the next 
three years. 

The Bank's Financial Policy 
Committee, which is in charge of 
financial stability, unveiled a 
package of measures - including a 
restriction that no more than 15 per 
cent of new mortgages can be 
greater than 4.5 times a borrower's 
income, and specifying that all 
borrowers will have to demonstrate 


that they can afford to pay their 
loan, even if interest rates rise by 3 
percentage points. The Governor of 
the Bank of England, Mark Carney, 
also said a house price rise of 20 per 
cent would be "the limit of our 
tolerance". 

Responding to the move, Adam 
Hesse said: "To be honest, the 
market had been quite nervous 
about this announcement. We were 
expecting the Bank's response to be 
little short of draconian. However, 
what emerged was much more 
lenient than we were anticipating. 
We feared a stranglehold, but 
instead got a helping hand to guide 


things on their way. It's a common 
sense approach, and we welcome it." 

Adam Hesse was keen to point out 
that a system of checks and 
balances on the lending process has 
already been put into effect by the 
recent introduction of the Mortgage 
Market Review (MMR). 

He explained: "The impact of the 
MMR cannot be underestimated. 
Whilst it's had the unfortunate 
effect of increasing the time it takes 
to buy and sell houses, it has also 
ensured that those taking out a new 
loan can genuinely afford it. This in 
itself has acted to prevent the 
market from overheating.

• Check that loads in the towed and 
towing vehicle are secure, that the 
weight is evenly distributed and is 
not excessive 


• Be aware of how towing affects 
the vehicle’s performance - 
particularly braking distances 

• Use extended mirrors when towing 
wider trailers, such as caravans, to 
ensure clear and legal visibility of 
the trailer and of other vehicles on 
the road 

• Check they have an appropriate 
driving licence for the vehicle and 


trailer combination 

• Know the correct speed limit for 
the vehicle and roads 

• Make sure they have proper 
breakdown cover in place

Deighton 
wants new 
endings 

Ashtead CC skipper Tom 
Deighton is looking for a sim¬ 
ilar end to last season, but 
with for a different reason, 
writes Tim Ashton. 

Last term, Ashtead were 
relegated from Division One 
with two games spare, now 
the tables have turned and 
Deighton’s men lead Division 
Two and he wants to have the 
title sewn up before the final 
game of the season. 

And they are going the 
right way about it after Sat¬ 
urday’s six-wicket win over 
Worcester Park clocked up 
eight matches without defeat. 

This weekend, they travel 
to neighbours Epsom, fourth 
in the table, and Deighton is 
expecting a tough encounter. 

He said: “Epsom have some 
quality players and you can¬ 
not underestimate them.

If we get the win, it 
gives us a little breathing 
space and I want that. 

“I don’t want to be going 
into the final games of the 
season relying on results 
elsewhere. 

“I want our destiny to be in 
our hands, and so far we’ve 
managed that.” 

Deighton, who misses this 
weekend’s match and will 
hand the armband to Paul 
Harrison, took over the cap¬ 
taincy from John Vaughan- 
Davies in the summer. 

It marks a first stint at cap¬ 
taincy at this level for the 24- 
year-old, but he has already 
pinpointed the failings of last 
season. 

He said: “We had something 
like 27 first team players last 
year, and that’s too many. 
You cannot get any consisten¬ 
cy when the team is so differ¬ 
ent every weekend. 

“This season, we have 17 
and, surprisingly have kept a 
lot of players on, which, 
added to a handful of new 
names, means we’re far more 
consistent in selection. 

“It also means our second 
and third teams are stronger, 
and that is key.” 

He added: “There are six 
games left and we’re feeling 
confident.”

Joanna Rowsell collected her 
first ever Commonwealth 
Games gold medal last week 
and declared it was nice to do 
something for herself. 

The Olympic champion, 
five-times world champion 
and three times European 
champion, won gold in the 
Sir Chris Hoy Velodrome in 
the 3,000m individual pursuit 
on Friday. 

Rowsell, who was a member 
of the Sutton Cycling Club, 
beat Annette Edmondson 
from Australia by almost 
four seconds. 

She said: “I won the world 
title [in February] on the 
back of just team pursuit 
training, so it’s very nice to 
actually come here and train 


for the individuals and do 
some specific work for it - 
and I’m very glad it’s paid off. 

“The Commonwealth 
Games only comes around 
every four years so for me 
this is something special.” 

She added: “I’ve had a full 
taper for this, this is the 
biggest event of my summer. 

“We had the worlds in 
February, then I had a break 
and after March it’s been 
about this. I’m glad I’ve 
peaked at the right time, I al¬ 
ways seem to do it on the 
right day each year. 

“When I first started people 
always doubted me, and I’ve 
always been out to prove 
them wrong and prove my¬ 
self, I’ve kept plugging away 
and it’s going OK.” 

Rowsell goes for more gold 
today (Thursday) in the 
women’s individual time 
trial, starting at 10am
